The President wrote Reed t h a t ; 
"under the circum santces, I m ust 
respect the reason? you give for j 
being unable to serv e" on the com- j 
missoin. 
The White House announced m- 
difinite posfpcrm nent of a com m is­ 
sion organization m eeting that had 
been set for next M onday. Eisen­ 
how er’s press secretary Jam es C. 
H agerty said he had no inform a­ 
tion on when the President will 
nam e a new commission m em ber 
to replace Reed. 
The bipartisan com m ission was 
created by Congress in a civil 
rights law passed late last sum ­ 
m er. The group was em powered to 
m ake a two-year investigation of 
federal laws and policies bearing 
on equal protection of the laws, and 
to look into alleged denials of vot­ 
ing rights. 
Nominations to the com mission 
are subject to Senate confirm ation. 
After Reed's appointm ent Nov. 7. 
there was no open Senate opposi­ 
tion. even though Southern sena­ 
tors were aw are he took part in 
the Suprem e Court’s unanim ous 19- 
54 decision that racial segregation 
in the public schools is unconsti­ 
tutional.

We Americans are not the only 
victims of inflation. The 
whole 
Western world is in pretty much 
the same boat. The story is told 
in a U. S News A World Report 
feature article w'hteh says: "The 
world-wide inflation reflects manv 
things. It reflects big spending bv 
government in most countries. It 
is influenced by huge dem and for 
capital to rebuild and to expand 
industry and to provide people with 
homes. It growi’s, in part, from the 
immense unfilled wants of people 
who are getting higher pay with 
which they can fill those w ants." 
The magazine shows, in chart 
form, what has happened to purch- 
a ing power of money in the I94T- 
57 period. In that little span of 
10 years, our money has lost 20 
per cent of its purchasing power. 
France’s has lost 63 per cent; Can 
ada’s has lost 29 per cent; Britain’s 
has lost 38 per cent, and Chile's 
has lost a staggering 94 per cent. 
So it goes, down the whole roster. 
In no case has a country's mon­ 
ey held its value, much less im ­ 
proved it. 
What do people in high position 
think about this” The answer, as 
U. S News gives them, vary great­ 
ly from country to country. An 
English top official is quoted as 
saving, "If a nation pays itself 7 
per cent more for doing no more 
work, as happened last year, price 
increases will follow as night fol­ 
lows upon day . . . Before those 
price increases thus generated are 
to form the basis for another round 
of 
wage 
increases 
the 
country 
should ponder the dam age which 
could be done to this nation and to 
all who work in it . . .” In France, 
on the ether hand, a prominent 
banker holds that "a little infla­ 
tion is not a bad thing” , on the 
ground that it is a necessary part 
of economic expansion. In about 
50 years, incidentally, the value 
of the franc has declined from 20 
cents to one-third of one cent. 
The IT. S. official 
attitude, as 
U. S. News sees it, is to resist ris­ 
ing prices. However, there is an­ 
other school of thought "that would 
accept a gradual inflation—of a 
very limited kind—provided that it 
could bo controlled.”

Recently we note a statem ent in 
the-news, em anting from the office 
of Gov. Jas. T. Blair Jr.. that he 
m ay recommend to the legislature 
at its next meeting that income tax 
in Missouri be put on a withholding 
basis like the federal income tax 
has been for m in v years. We hope 
most sincerely, 
that neither the 
Governor nor the legislature ser­ 
iously considers doing this. 
Gov. Blair echos the statement 
of the treasury department 
that 
there is a w ide margin between ac­ 
tual collections and the real poten- 
tial in this state. The claim is made 
that thousands of citizens who are 
"eligible” to be paying an income 
levy are not vet on the records and 
are not paying their just share of 
the state’s expenses. They may be 
right—we would not dispute the 
point. Rut we believe the sovereign 
state of Missouri is big enough and 
fully able to ferret out such cases 
(perhaps by making comparisons 
with federal tax returns* and not 
put the burden of snooping on their 
fellow citizens upon the shoulders 
of employers. It is not a duty which 
employers of labor owe the state 
to search their records and impose 
a state income tax burden upon 
any person, no m atter how 
fair 
and just it may be that some em ­ 
ployes be paying the le w who are 
not now doing so 
this is the 
state’s job. 
Above all. it is not fair to employ­ 
ers fof whom we are a very small 
and inconsequential one' to make 
them collectors of state income tax 
in addition to being collectors for 
Uncle Sam —which is a thing that 
should never have been done, be­ 
ing unfair, uncompensated 
and 
burdensome in the extreme 
The 
state's employers of labor are not 
of a mind to take on this "ex tra­ 
curricular” task—and if you don't 
believe it ask any one of them. 
Employers everywhere over the 
United States are burdened s u f f ic ­ 
iently in this direction already.

LOS .ANGELES — Baseball fans 
in Brooklyn plus taxpayers in oth-

like it when they learn the real 
story or how the Brooklyn Dodg­ 
ers 
were 
inveigled 
out

Angelea. 
The story involves a city coun­ 
cilman’s strongarni box and se­ 
cret checking accounts containing 
$57,570 together with a $4,720,000 
gift to Los Angeles by Uncle Sam 
for the land on which the Dodgers 
will build their ball park. In other 
words, the taxpayers of Brooklyn 
as well as the rest of the USA 
are helping t<* pay for transfer 
ring the Dodgers to Los Angeles. 
But perhaps most shocking of 
all is the fact that 3.300 ill-housed 
families 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
were 
kicKeo out of tneir nomes by con­ 
dem nation on the excuse of put­ 
ting 
up 
a 
new 
m odern, 
public 
housing project. Instead their land 
is now being turned over to the 
Dodgers. 
Furtherm ore it is being turned 
over under a contract by which 
Walter 
O'Malley, 
the 
Dodgers’ 
owner, 
gets 
the 
parking 
rights, 
the concession rights, 
and even 
half the oil 
rights. 
Oil 
has al­ 
ready been discovered all around 
this area. In 
addition 
O’Malley 
will control and operate the parks, 
playgrounds and junior ball dia­ 
monds in the entire area turned 
over to him by the city of Los 
Angeles thanks to the $4,720,000 
bonanza handed Ix>s Angeles by 
other federal taxpayers. 
In San Francisco, Mayor George 
Christopher retained parking rights 
and concessions in San Francisco’s 
c o n t r a c t with the New York 
Giants, but not Mayor Norris Poul- 
son of Fla 
Shacks and Swimming Pools 
The story of this amazing base­ 
ball deal goes back half a dozen 
years when public housing offici­ 
als In the sprawled-out cfty of Los 
Angeles were trying to clean up

In unkept, crowded Chavez Ra­ 
vine, land was condemned, fami­ 
lies ousted.

the citv council in his eight years 
in office. Davennort had lived at 
the swank Park Wilshire Apart’ 
ment House into which he moved 
shortly after taking office, yet aft­ 
er drawing a salary of $57,000 he 
had $57,570 left.

Several thou­ 
sand people had been moved out, 
their shacks and tenements torn 
down.

May­ 
or Poulson was abie to offer this 
empty tract of land to the Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers at no cost to him. 
The other taxpayers had already 
paid for it. 
However, the families who were 
dispossessed of their homes are 
not happy. Nor are about a thou­ 
sand other families who must also 
be forced to move if the Dodgers 
get all

We A m ericans are not the only 
victim s of inflation. The 
whole 
W estern world is in pretty m uch 
the sam e boat. Th# story is told 
in a ll. S News A W orld Report 
feature article which says: “ The 
world-wide inflation reflects m any 
things. It reflects big spending bv 
governm ent in m ost countries. It 
is influenced by huge dem and for 
capital to rebuild and to expand 
industry and to provide people with 
homes. It grows, in p art, from the 
immense unfilled w ants of people 
who are getting higher pay with 
which they can fill those w ants.” 
The m agazine shows, in chart 
form, what has happened to purch­ 
asing power of money in the 1947- 
57 period. In that little span of 
IO years, our money has lost 20 
per cent of its purchasing power. 
F ra n ce’s has lost 63 per cent; Can 
ad a’s has lost 20 per cent: B ritain’s 
has lost 36 per cent, and Chil*’* 
has lost a staggering 04 jn-r cent. 
So it goes, down the whole roster. 
In no ease has a country’* m on­ 
ey 'held its value, m uch less im ­ 
proved it. 
W hat do people in high position 
think about this** The answ er, as 
U, S News gives them , vary g rea t­ 
ly from country to country. An 
F.nglish top official is quoted as 
saying, “ lf a nation pays itself 7 
per cent m ore for doing no m ore 
work, as happened last year, price 
increases will follow as night fol­ 
lows upon day . . . Before those 
price increases thus generated are 
to form the basis for another round 
of 
w age 
increases 
the 
country 
should ponder the dam age which 
could be done to this nation and to 
all who work in it . . 
In F rance, 
on the ether hand, a prom inent 
banker holds that “ a little infla­ 
tion is not a bad thing” , on the 
ground that it is a necessary p art 
of econom ic expansion. In about 
50 years, incidentally, the value 
of the franc has declined from 20 
cents to one-third of one cent. 
The IT. S. official 
attitude, as 
U. S. News sees it, is to resist ris­ 
ing prices. However, there is an­ 
other school of thought “ th at would 
accept a gradual inflation—of a 
very lim ited kind^-provided that it 
eould be controlled.”

R ecently we note a statem ent in 
th o n e w s, rm anting from the office 
of (tov. J a i. T. B lair J r., that he 
maw recom m end to the legislature 
at its next m eeting th a t incom e tax 
in M issouri be put on a withholding 
basis like the federal incom e tax 
has been for m tn v years. We hope 
m ost sincerely, 
that neither the

tual collections and the real poten­ 
tial in this state.

In other 
words, the taxpayers of Brooklyn 
as well as the rest of the USA 
are helping ti* pay for transfer 
ring the Dodgers to Los Angeles. 
But perhaps most shocking of 
all is the fact that 3.300 ill-housed 
fam ilies 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
were 
kicxea out of tneir nome* by con­ 
dem nation on the excuse of put­ 
ting 
up 
a 
new 
m odern, 
public 
housing project. Instead their land 
is now being turned over to the 
Dodgers. 


F urtherm ore it is being turned 
over under a contract by which 
W alter 
O’M alley,

Oil has al­ 
ready been discovered all around 
this area.
